JAZZ«= 


MODERNE

Inasmuch as the subject of. last 
column was “progressive” jazz and 
its various misuses, I believe it is 
appropriate to follow it up with a 
discussion of a form of isolation- 
ism adopted by most jazz follow- 
ers. It refers to the people who 
make it a practice just to take in- 
terest in one particular form of 
jazz, and often the inferior type 
at that. I am not insinuating one 


form of jazz is better than another; ' 


as a matter of fact, all jazz in any 
shape or form is neither unadulter- 
ated goodness nor complete cacoph- 
ony, but a mixture of both good 


and bad. eee 

Yet jazz must be consumed as a 
whole, not dissected into various 
components where one can choose 
the particular part which pleases 
him most. If a person likes jazz, 
then the works of Louis Armstrong, 
Dizzy Gillespie or Chet Baker are 
appreciated equally, although none 
are above criticism at one time or 
another. Instead of condemning 
one form of jazz because of its age, 
the fan should try to distinguish 
the good from the bad; he should 
try to detect the hastily assembled 
albums and the insincere solos 
heard in the clubs; and he should 
attempt to get to the substance of 
jazz and not be overwhelmed by 
the overworked cliches, harsh dis- 
sonances of the trumpet sections 
and other superficial attempts at 
jazz. 

One means to receiving this well- 
rounded appreciation of jazz is to 
take into consideration the era in 
which each form flourished, namely 
Dixieland. During the time of 
world wars, bootlegging and other 
problems which tax the energy of 
a young nation, jazz emerged not 
from the opera house or the church 
socials, but from the saloons, broth- 
els, private clubs and whatever else 
that catered to night life. 

Soon many people began to take 
notice of this loud music with the 
heavy beat, but unfortunately so 
did many of the leaders of the 
commercial dance bands, polka and 
Jewish wedding bands. Before very 
long most every band had the mon- 
icker of a jazz band: ie., Freddy 
Cosmo and his jazz band. They 
were recognized by their funny 
hats, smiling faces and near pande- 
monium displayed on the band- 
stand. Of course, this is no more 
jazz than Handel’s “Messiah,” but 
even today this misunderstanding 
. exists in the memories of those who 
survived the roaring twenties and 
early thirties. 

Dixieland is but part of. jazz, yet 
‘one which could bring a great deal 
of enjoyment to anyone who would 
give it a chance.
